3. Discussion: General Smith emphasized the difficulty of 
achieving a responsive paper acceptable to all agencies and the duty 
of CIA to take responsibility for an uncoordinated estimate of this 
type, It was thought desirable to attempt to accommodate the three 
present drafts, but, in any event, to clear the estimate at the next 
TAC meeting. Agreed to restrict dissemination to the National Security 
Council, Senior Staff, and very few others. 
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
